Frequently a man who is out 
of funds and desires to find employ­

In such 
ca>es the police always try ti* assist 
these men. and in dealing with the 
situation the 
officers have 
to draw 
between the 
line of 
professional 
hoboes and men who are willing to 
work. 
While all trespassers are law 
violator- 
when it 
comes to 
train 
riding, there is no desire upon the 
part of the police or the railroad of­ 
ficial- to 
cause the arrest 
of any 
nun1, who , - h onestly searching tor 
work. 
The additional number of tramps 
r*-ult- rn a larger amount of work 
for the 
night policemen. 
They re­ 
ceive more calls from vraious parts 
of the city occasionally are unable 
to answer all the calls immediately. 
It is believed that the problem will 
solve itself as soon as the various 
factories and mill- are again oper­ 
ated on a peace time basis and have 
made the

Code Book Planted to Fool Germans 
Another good spy story has just 
been revealed on Admiral Sir Reginald 
Hall, chief of tile British naval spy 
system, who recently resigned. It is 
the story of the “code book bluff,” and 
is even better than the other anecdotes 
concerning him. 
It was before tho Zeebrugge opera­ 
tions began that Admiral Hall gave 
instructions for the printing of a new 
aud elaborate code book. 
The book 
was duly compiled. 
It was neatly 
bound, and so that it should not look 
too new was carefully thumbed in 
many pages. Of course all the codes 
In the book were wrong and very mis­ 
leading to any German who might get 
hold of it. But that is what the ad­ 
miral wanted. 
When the Zeebrugge raid was settled 
upon and the Vindictive went over 
with the bloek-'liips this “valuable” 
code book was carefully placed in one 
of the blockships where it was likely 
to be quickly discovered. 
The day after the raid the book was 
found by the Huns. 
No doubt they 
were delighted with such an important 
find and thought that our men had had 
no tim e to remove it before the ship’s 
bottom w as blown out. 
A few days later, having given the 
Germans time to digest the code, a 
carefully 
compiled 
m essage 
wa® 
flashed across the channel and duly 
picked up by the enemy. 
But it is 
feared that it must have badly misled 
them as to the intentions of the British.

MAN RESIGNS OFFICE 


He Has Been a Deputy Sheriff for 
Thirty-nine Years. 
Henry Husk, a pioneer resident of 
Shabbona, 111., has just resigned as 
deputy sheriff, a position th at lie bus 
filled since 1880. 
The resignation wag one of the inci­ 
dents of his celebration of the sixty- 
third anniversary of his wedding and 
closed a continuous career of public 
service which began in 18G0, when he 
was appointed bailiff and collector of 
taxes. 
He is eighty-four years old and as 
vigorous as the average man of fifty. 
He prides himself, among other 
things, on his record as a reader of 
the Chicago Daily Journal, for which 
he has been a subscriber since 1879, 
considering it fitting that the oldest 
inhabitant of Shabbona should be a 
reader of the oldest newspaper, not 
only of Illinois but of the Northwest. 
Mr. Husk arrived here in June, 1848, 
four years after the Journal had been 
established. At that time the Indian 
chief, Shabbona, for whom the village 
was named, and his tribe were in pos­ 
session. 
The chief and Mr. Husk were great 
friends and many times smoked the 
DiDe of peace together.

Hospital Surgeons Working Upon a 
Small Boy. 
Winnipeg hospital physicians ore 
making a new face for nine-year-old 
Edgar Forbes of Rath well, Man. The 
boy’s face was reduced to pulp when 
he was run over by a sleigh.
